Note 2.— The explanatory Memorandum explains 
the objects and reasons for the Telecommunication Tariff 
(Forty Ninth Amendment) Order, 2009. 

Explanatory Memorandum 

1. Mobile Number Portability (MNP) allows the 
subscribers to retain their existing mobile telephone number 
when they move from one Access Provider to another 
irrespective of the mobile technology or from one cellular 
mobile technology to another of the same Access Provider 
in a licensed service area. 

2. In the Telecommunication Mobile Number 
Portability Regulations , 2009 (8 of 2009) dated 23rd 
September 2009, it was specified that the subscriber availing 
Mobile Number Portability facility shall have to pay the 
porting charge, if any. The Porting charge means such 
charge as may be levied by a Recipient Operator from a 
subscriber for porting his mobile number.

3. In this regard, the Authority while determining 
the Per Port Transaction charge through the 
Telecommunications Per Port Transaction Charge and 
Dipping Charge Regulations, 2009(9 of2009), has deeided 
that no compensation shall be payble to the service 
providers for upgradation of their networks to make it 
MNP compliant and also to the Donor Operator for 
administrative costs incurred in processing the porting 
request as MNP do not require the Donor Operator to 
carry out any significant work. 

4. Similarly, when a subscriber makes a request to 
port his mobile number, in so far as Recipient Operator is 
eoncemed, it is similar to acquiring a new subscriber and 
as such the Recipient Operator does not incur any 
additional cost in the MNP process exeept for the Per Port 
Transaction charge w'hich is paybale to the MNPSP for 
processing the porting request. Moreover, MNP gives the 
Recipient Operator an opportunity to acquire more 
subscribers. Therefore, the Authroity does not find any 
justification for the Recipient Operator to charge any 
additional amount from the subscriber over and above what 
it has to pay to the MNPSP in the form of Per Port 
Transaction charge. Accordingly, the Per Port Transaction 
eharge shall be the ceiling for the Porting Charge. It is 
however open to the Recipient Operator to colleet, at his 
discretion, a lesser amount from the subscriber making a 
porting request. 
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
